Smith, in company with two oth- 
er men, one of whom is said to 
be Louis Franks, was arrested at 
Miamh. Smith was returned to the 
County Jail here by Deputy Sher- 
iff Pat Davis, while his two com- 
panions were released, because no 
sufficient evidence was found to 
hold them.

It is believed that 
when Cortez invaded Mexico, the 
Indians were so frightened they 
carried dirt and completely covered 
their priceless treasures, and in the 
long interim before they were 
again discovered, trees and grass 
grew on the sides, making the huge 
structures look not unlike moun- 
tain peaka. 


“Their pyramids are smal 
mounds, but great giant things— 


of the Dead. along which are sup- 
pored to be the tombs of the dead 
rulers. We climbed to the top of 
ithe pyramid of the Sun, 216 feet, 
and stood there where, thousands 
of years ago, they sacrificed virgins 
to the sun.

Three years ago the friends of Irish free 
dom in this country were bitterly opposed 
to the League. The Irish Free State has 
now applied for membership. That is an 
indication of the trend of thought through- 
out the world. 

The Times favored an association of na- 
tions to promote and preserve peace prior 
to. 1914. It favored the formation of such 
an association at the peace conference. It 
favored America’s accepting membership 
in the League in 1919, with or without res- 
ervations; for it believed that any defects 
in the covenant would be remedied by 
amendment later, just as the American 
Constitution was improved by the early 
amendments. It favors accepting member- 
ship in the International Court; and it 
believes that we should not hold ourselves 
aloof from those who seek to have us unite 
with other free peoples in an international 
association, along the lines of that formed 
to guard the peace of the Pacific, that 
would embrace the whole of the earth.

“I have no doubt but that the 
great majority of the teachers who 
have subscribed to the indorse- 
ment of their candidates are actu- 
ated only by the highest motives. 
The great danger, however, lies in 
the apathy of the more conserva- 
tive members of that body, who, 
like the great body of American 
voters, are apt to be content to 
let matters drift along in the 
hands of a few active members. 

“If these leaders are impelled by 
the highest motives, have high 
ideals and possess sound judg- 
ment, there is nothing to fear oth- 
er than the usual danger of con- 
centrated power in wnofficial 
hands, but if the leaders of the 
teachers are actuated by selfish 
motives and constantly are work- 
ing for personal benefit and ad- 
vancement, the teachers’ advent 
into politics is certain to prove of 
irreparable harm, not only to the 
teachers themselves, but to the 
city schools as a whole.”

Mountains are mountains all the 
world over, of course, but there 
Was much disturbafice, with con- 
siderable throwing of rocks, at one 
remote period in the world’s event- 
ful ory, and some kinds of 
rocks fell in fine profusion in Cali- 
fornia, while the rubble that ac- 
cumplated in Switzerland looked 
quite different. It just happened 
that way. Payne, after studying 
our own crop quite extensively, for 
its pictorial value, and making his 
study pay, decided he would use 
some of the money for a close inn- 
spection jot the Swiss kind. I 
think he is going to make that 
Pay, too. 

At any rate “across the Alaps lies 
Italy,” to quote another world con- 
queror, and as Payne is now in 
Rome, we conclude, from_his pic- 
‘tures, that he took the Alps route. 
These pictures are a splendid rec- 
ord of his itinerary. They have,

Thirty or forty years ago front- 
age on Broadway could be bought 
for about $200 per front foot, and 
old residents of the city are fond 
of relating, not without a tinge of 
regret, ho they could have 
bought, In the "80's, for a few hun- 
dred dollars a Broadway corner 
now worth millions. Broadway 
frontage is now far beyond the 
reach of the man of average 
means, but there are other oppor- 
tunities available—and it is very 
likély that. in 1950, many of the 
young business men of today will 
be singing a song of unseen oppor- 
tunities very similar to that of 
some of, the old timers of today. 


No Sign of a Drop 
The argument is advanced that 
property values are unreasonably 


high; that the present owners are 
basing their valuations not upon 
present worth, but upon future 
worth. Probably this is true, to a 
large extent, but surprising things 
happen, and even some of these 
high prices may be justified by 


business conditions earlier than they 


present owners anticipate. 

Whether realty prices are high- 
er than conditions warrant or not. 
it seems evident that they are go- 
ing to remain at their present level 
for some time. In a recent article 
on the future of real estate values, 
John Moody, economist, expressed 
the opinion that any decline in 
realty valves is a prospect of the 
future, and not of immediate mo- 
ment. 

“We may expect the next sharp 
declihe in real estate prices when- 
ever the next major or very severe 
businss depression occurs,” said 
Mr. Moody. “Existing conditions 
are that this should not be until 
after we have experienced a minor 
trade depression some time  be- 
tween now and the Presidential 
election and also after another 
boom following the election.
